It was passed by the Senate 62-34 
and by the House 273-154 — strong 
majorities, but not reaching the two- 
thirds required to override a veto. 

Summing up his key argument, 
Bush said, “Despite the use of the 
term ‘civil rights’ in the title ... the bill 
actually employs a maze of highly le- 
galistic language to introduce the de- 
structive force of quotas into our na- 
tion’s employment system.”

Lawmakers 
haggle over 
taxing rich

WASHINGTON — Democrats 
considered dropping their call for a 
surtax on millionaires Monday as law- 
makers dickered over Medicare cuts 
and gasoline taxes in a drive to re- 
solve the yearlong budget standoff by 
week’s end. 

In the face of adamant opposition 
by Republican senators to a surtax on 
the rich, Democrats were weighing a 
GOP alternative that would limit the 
deductions millionaires can itemize on 
their income taxes. House Demo- 
cratic leaders were sounding out their 
rank-and-file to see how much sup- 
port there was for that idea. 

With the two sides advancing oth- 
erwise similar proposals to raise 
taxes on the wealthy, agreement on 
this matter would be a major step 
toward completion of a $250 billion 
deficit-reduction pact. Leaders would 
like to bring a compromise bill to the 
House and Senate floors by midweek. 

“T think it’s coming to some resolu- 
tion,” said Chairman Dan Ros- 
tenkowski, D-Ill., chairman of the 
tax-writing House Ways and Means 
Committee. Dlataieae par wie wees 

But not everyone sounded so cheer- 
ful. In an example of the gallows hu- 
mor prevalent after negotiations that 
have proceeded since May, Senate 
Minority Leader Bob Dole, R-Kan., 
offered this assessment of the day’s 
events early Monday: “So far it’s been 
very productive. We haven’t met.” 

The legislation is aimed at cutting 
the federal deficit over five years by 
taking action on two fronts: 

— Raising taxes, including levies 
on tobacco, alcohol, airline tickets and 
such luxuries as furs and yachts. 

— Restraining spending, including 
money for student loans, benefits for 
veterans and retired civil servants, 
agricultural programs and dozens of 
other areas. 

Both sides have suggested raising 
the income-tax rate to 31 percent on 
the richest Americans, up from its 
current 28 percent, They have also 
proposed limiting the deductions

Snow, Orton debate environment

Both candidates in Utah’s 3rd Congressional District 
race expressed the need to balance economic growth with 
improved environmental protection at a debate in the J. 
Reuben Clark Law Building Monday. 

“Tt is not only possible, it is essential to balance these 
two areas,” said Democrat Bill Orton. “If we destroy our 
resources, we have nowhere to go.” 

Republican Karl Snow said even though it is essential to 
address the environmental issues and set clean-up re- 
quirements, businesses must be given enough time to 
meet any new requirements. 

Delayed budget decisions, child-care and wilderness 
designations were also debated by the two opponents, 
ies were asked various questions by a panel of five peo- 
ple. 

“We share broad similarities about the issues,” Orton 
said, “but we are very different.” 

Orton, a tax lawyer, said he is not a politician, but he 
understands government. “I’m tired of seeing political 
issues falling into the abyss and not having anyone stand

WASHINGTON — House and Senate negotiators ap- 
proved a clean-air bill Monday that is expected to eventu- 
ally cost the economy $22 billion a year and affect most of 
American society by toughening pollution controls on au- 
tomobiles, factories and power plants. 

The bargainers worked out the final details before 
dawn, ending more than a year of bargaining between the 
two chambers. Late Monday afternoon, the conference 
committee gave the measure formal endorsement, with 
only Rep. William Dannemeyer, R-Calif., opposing it. 

Senate Majority Leader George Mitchell, D-Maine, 
called the legislation “historic in its significance” and said 
he expected both the Senate and House to endorse it and 
President Bush to sign it into law. Final approval from 
both chambers is expected by week’s end. 

Bush, meanwhile, noted that tougher clean-air legisla- 
tion “has been 13 years in coming” and said that “no 
American should have to wait another day for clean air.” 

Republican members of the clean-air conference, in- 


cluding Rep. Norman Lent of New York and Sen John 
Chafee of Rhode Island, predicted that Bush would sign 
the bill. But White House press secretary Marlin Fitzwa- 
ter said the administration still opposes a program to 
retrain displaced workers and was continuing to make its 
opposition known on Capitol Hill. Yet, he added that the 
administration “has not signaled a veto.” 

Under the legislation, there would be drastic reductions 
in emissions of acid rain pollutants and toxic industrial 
chemicals. In addition, more than 100 cities would be given 
five to 15 years to bring their air quality up to federal 
standards, mainly by controlling pollutants that cause 
smog. 

The new requirements would be expensive, although 
cost estimates vary widely. 

The White House estimates the legislation would cost 
the economy $11 billion a year by 1995 and $22 billion to $25 
billion annually by 2005, when the bill’s provisions would 
take full effect. Industry estimates have put the cost in the 
$30 billion to $50 billion range toward the end of the

“The prophet Mohammed visited 
me in my sleep all dressed in pure 
white, but appearing concerned about 
something,” Al-Seyassah said. 

It quoted Saddam as relating: 

“O prophet of the Lord,’ I told him, 
‘what is it you require of me?’ And he 
replied ‘I’ve come, Saddam, to call 
your attention to a big mistake.’ 

“What is it, O Prophet,’ I asked, 
and he said, ‘I see your rockets de- 
ployed wrongly.” 

Iraqi missiles have been reported 
to be pointing south toward the hun- 
dreds of thousands of Western forces 


which abuts the Kuwaiti border. 

“How? I asked, and he replied, 
“They are not pointed in the right 
direction,” the paper said of Sad- 
dam’s purported remarks. 

“What is the direction you want, O 
Prophet of the Lord?’ I asked and he 
replied, “You know the direction and 
you should correct it.” 

Saddam then reportedly _ said, 
“Suddenly the Prophet disappeared, 
and it seems he only came to make 
that remark.” 

Al-Seyassah, whose report could 
not be independently confirmed, is an 
arm of the ousted government of 
Kuwait,.and has been active in trying 
to discredit Saddam.

up and say this is the problem and then suggest solutions,” 
he said.

Snow said he understands state government because of 
his experience in the Utah Legislature. “I’m in the main- 
stream of Republican thought in this state,” he said. 

The budget is the most serious problem facing the 
United States, Orton said. “The purpose of a two-party 
system is to come up with alternate ideas,” he said.

Part of the congressional system is broken in relation to 
the budget struggle, Snow said. “Gramm-Rudman 
started out effectively; now it’s completely out of whack. 

“There’s a problem when Congress passes a bill funding 
child-care when it hasn’t even passed the budget,” he said. 

The child-care bill will cost the taxpayers because it 
isn’t even part of the proposed budget, Snow said. 

“National child-care may erode the private business 
aspect,” Orton said. 

Both Snow and Orton are against Rep. Wayne Owen’s 
proposed wilderness bill for Southwestern Utah, which 
would designate five million acres as wilderness. 
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Jury orders supremacist to pay $5 million 


PORTLAND, Ore. — White supremacist Tom Metzger must pay $5 million 
in damages to the family of a black man beaten to death by racist “skinheads” 
he is accused of inciting, a jury ruled Monday. 

Metzger, 52, a former grand dragon of the Ku Klux Klan, was assessed $5 
million, and his White Aryan Resistance was ordered to pay $3 million in 
damages. His son John, 22, must pay $1 million in damages. 

Metzger; 52, and his son John, 22, are accused in the lawsuit of inciting the 
murder by sending an agent to Portland to organize “skinheads” and teach 
them how to commit violence on minorities. 

The jury decided Kenneth Mieske and Kyle Brewster, two skinheads who 
pleaded guilty in the slaying, must pay $500,000 each in damages. 

The wrongful-death suit, which sought a total of $12.5 million, was brought 
by the family. of Mulugeta Seraw. 

The remaining $2.5 million sought by the family was awarded by the jury, 
but how it breaks down among the defendants wasn’t immediately clear. 

Seraw, a 27-year-old Ethiopian who planned to attend school in Portland, 
was attacked by three racist. “skinheads” as he returned home from a party in 
November 1988. 

His head was split open by a softball bat. 

Jurors deliberated about five hours before reaching the verdict on an 11-1 

vote. 


HIV.growth aided by cocaine, study says 


ATLANTA — Cocaine speeded the growth of the AIDS virus in laboratory 
tests, prompting concern that it could increase infected people’s chances of 
developing the deadly disease, researchers reported Monday. 

Microbiologists at the University of Minnesota Medical School exposed cells 
that are the primary target for the AIDS virus to doses of cocaine. The virus, 
HIV, was found to grow as much as three times faster in the cocaine-laced 
tests than in control studies. 

If what happened in the test tube happens in HIV-infected cocaine users, it 
could increase their risk of developing AIDS, said Dr. Ronald Schut, the lead 
researcher. While about 150,000 AIDS cases have been reported in the United 
States, researchers say a million or more other Americans are infected and at 
risk of developing AIDS. 

Test-tube tests, however, don’t always mimic what happens in the human 
body. The question now for researchers is whether drug use somehow modi- 
fies the immune system to enhance HIV growth in humans. 


Ohio Rep. charged with sex offense again 


WASHINGTON — The House Ethics Committee on Monday voted to 
investigate new charges of sexual misconduct against an Ohio congressman, 
Donald E. Lukens, convicted last year of a sex offense. 

“The committee has received additional evidence, indicating that Rep. 
Lukens may have made unwanted and unsolicited sexual advances to a con- 
gressional employee,” the committee said in a statement. 

Sources close to the case said that Lukens, R-Ohio, recently fondled and 
propositioned a young elevator operator, giving her his business card. She 
reported the incident to her supervisors, and one source said there was a 
witness to corroborate her story. Lukens could not be reached for comment 

Lukens, who is 59 and divorced, lost in the Republican primary earlier this 
year and will be leaving Congress at the end of the year. However, the 
committee appeared to be expediting its schedule to take action, ordering 
Lukens to appear under oath on Tuesday. He was convicted last year of 
contributing to the unruliness of a minor for having sex with a 16-year-old girl 
at his Columbus apartment in 1988, and he was sentenced to 30 days in jail and 
fined $500 but is free on appeal.

NEW YORK — Leonard Bernstein decided two weeks before he died to use 
a $100,000 arts award he had won to further musical education, the prize 
sponsor said Monday. 

Bernstein, who died Oct. 14, will be honored posthumously: with a 
Praemium Imperiale award on Tuesday in Tokyo. 

The other winners of the Praemium Imperiale award are director Federico 
Fellini, architect James Stirling, sculptor Arnaldo Pomodoro and painter 
Antoni Tapies. 

The maestro’s prize money will be used to establish the Bernstein Education 
Through the Arts Fund, said Hiroaki Shikanai, chairman of The Japan Art

4,000 uninsured students receive bill 
for unrequested health insurance plan

The Oct. 5 extended deadline to 
show proof of insurance to BYU has 
come and gone. 

“An estimated 4,000 students were 
automatically enrolled in the BYU 
Student Health Plan because. they 
failed to show proof of insurance,” 
said Diane L. Hunter, supervisor of 
the insurance department at the Mc- 
Donald Health Center. 

Many students have their own rea- 
sons for failing to show proof of in- 
surance before the extended dead- 
line. 

“I assumed they would take it out of 
my Pell Grant, but they did not. It has 
cost me over $400, and I have not used 
it once,” said David Hancock, 28, a 
senior from Tooele. 

The letter, sent to the 12,000 stu- 
dents who had failed to show proof of 
insurance by Sept. 17, was reminder 
enough for many students. 

“I received a letter which, I recall, 
said I needed to provide proof of in- 
surance or else I would be billed, so I 
went and paid it,” said Rod D. Hoer, 
24, asenior from Boulder, Colo. 

Steve Morgan, 23, a senior from St. 
Louis, Mo., said, “Basically, even

decade. 

While conceding that the controls 
would cost in the tens of billions of 
dollars, environmentalists have ar- 
gued that much of the cost can be 
expected to be made up from savings 
in health costs. The American Lung 
Association estimates that perhaps 
$50 billion a year could be saved in 
reduced health expenses from cleaner 
air. 

To improve air quality, the nearly 
700-page bill would do the following: 

— Tighten controls on tailpipe 
emissions, cutting smog-causing pol- 
lutants from motor vehicles by 30 per- 
cent to 60 percent. Businesses such as

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Stress best battled from within

Stress. We all experience it. We can’t avoid it. 
Stress accompanies typical college activities like 
studying, blind dates and work. 

Although stress is unavoidable, it is not in- 
evitable. Students can combat stress. 

Recognizing stress and its causes is the first step, 
said Char Billings, biofeedback therapist at Utah 
Valley Regional Medical Center. 

Students should not wait until they have serious 
problems like an ulcer or migraine headaches be- 
fore they begin to deal with stress in their lives, she 
said. 

Students often don’t realize they are experienc- 
ing stress until they are physically affected, said 
Laura Gomez, a stress management instructor at 

BYU and a certified biofeedback therapist. 
“One effective tool. for relieving stress, said 
Billings, is humor. “Being able to sit down and 
laugh with friends can be very therapeutic.” 

Billings said students get so caught up in school 
and work, they don’t take time out to be with 
friends. 

However, students need to do this daily, she 
said. 


Lita Parks, 18, a sophomore majoring in outdoor 
recreation from Pitman, N.J., said, “Friends are 
definitely beneficial in relieving stress.” 

Even something as simple as a smile can help, 
Billings said, since smiling releases enodorphins, 
chemicals that promote a feeling of peace and well- 
being in the body. 

Another good thing students can do to lessen 
stress, whether they are calling to ask someone 
out, taking a pop quiz or going into an exam, is to 
take deep breaths, said Billings. 

Filling the lungs completely with air, using the 
abdomen and diaphragm and then slowly letting it 
out has a soothing effect, she said. 

Gomez said BYU’s stress management class 
teaches a variety of relaxation techniques, includ- 
ing imagery. 

She said imagery resembles daydreaming. A 
person imagines himself in a peaceful setting, and 
the mind views this as an actual escape, releasing 
tension, Gomez said. 

According to Billings, other effective methods 
include aerobic exercise, listening to relaxing mu- 
sic, yoga and self-hypnosis. 

Chantal Dutson, 18, a sophomore from Sewell, 
N.J. majoring in elementary education said she 
takes walks when she feels stressed. 


Charter Canyon Hospital also recommends 
other stress relievers. 

For one, keep things in perspective. Worry only 
about the things that can be changed. 

Also, they said to know your limits. “Don’t fight 
things that are beyond your control.” ; 

Charter Canyon Hospital recommends setting 
aside time for fun, helping others, making a list of 
tasks to accomplish and checking them off when 
completed. 

Gomez said many BYU students who take the 
stress management class list school, relationships 
with friends and roommates, dating and finances 
as the main causes of stress in their lives. 

However, Gomez said about 85 percent of all 
stress comes from inside. Students tend to stress 
themselves out, she said. 

Because all people are different, Prue said, 
stress is really an individual thing. “What bothers 
ous ae is not necessarily stressful to another,” 
she said.

Almost 
12 minutes later a foul in the penalty box set up a free kick 
for the Utes, and Utah took the lead on the following 


penalty kick. 


BYU’s Rick Jensen tied the game eight minutes after 
the penalty kick with a 40-yard bomb in the upper left 
corner of the net just above the hands of the Utah goal- 
keeper, setting the stage for Pennock’s game-winning 


shot. 


“We've been practicing that all season,” said Jensen, a 
freshman sweeper, about his goal.

Utah County is joining the nation in

Police spokesman Ron Yishayahu 
said that in addition to a “massive 
deployment of police forces” in 
Jerusalem, night patrols by police and 
paramilitary troops would be stepped 
up. 
Pine Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
blamed the violence on “a terrible at- 
mosphere of incitement” in the Arab 
world following President Saddam 
Hussein’s Aug. 2 invasion of Kuwait. 

“There is some kind of delusion that 
redemption will come from Baghdad 


~ and that once and for all, the Arabs 
1-2 will get rid of the,‘Zionist; Satan,’.” 


Shamir told reporters. 

He said Israel was prepared to take 
tougher steps to stop attacks, adding 
the Jewish state would “surmount 
this wave of hostility and terrorism.” 

Serious clashes in Jerusalem began 
Oct. 8, when police fired on Moslems 
on the Temple Mount after they 
stoned Jewish worshipers at the 
nearby Western Wall. At least 19 
Palestinians were killed and 140 
wounded. 

On Sunday, a_ knife-wielding 
Palestinian apparently sought to 
avenge the killings on the Temple 
Mount, known to Arabs as Haram es- 
Sharif. He attacked Jews in 
Jerusalem, killing three and wound- 
ing a 13-year-old boy. 

On Monday, a Palestinian armed 


wanted to reduce the growth of Medi- 
care by about $44 billion over the next 
five years, Republicans wanted the 
slash to be about $3 billion deeper.

IN EASTERN SAUDI ARABIA — 
Marine Sgt. Randy Rodriguez says 
he is ready for any attack on Iraq, but 
he hopes no one bombs the capital. 
His brother, who was a Marine guard 
in Kuwait, is trapped in Baghdad. 
“I’m not worried. Concerned, yes,” 
Rodriguez said, explaining that his

Randy, 27, said Paul had been at 
the.

When Randy was deployed near 
the Saudi Arabia border two weeks 
later, Paul was less than 100 miles 
away in Kuwait. 

Since then, contact between the 
brothers has been spotty, filtered by 
distance and delayed by military mail. 

“He called my sister to say things 
were pretty shaky, and then they (the 
family) read in the newspaper that 
Americans were taken from the em- 
bassy to Iraq,” Randy said. 

He said Paul and other American 
officials were allowed to move freely 
within a limited radius of the U.S. 
Embassy in Baghdad. Only civilians 
are being held at strategic sites as 
part of Saddam.
